' The frontifpiece to the 
‘arch in the middle, 
which he calls the middle gate, is after the Doric order, 
having the fhafts of the columns, and {welling pannels 
of the pedeftals, rufticated with broken furfaces ; a mon- 
key affectation of antiquity. This frontifpiece confilts 
of four columns on pedettals, whofe entablature is moft 

itifully broken over each 3; as is likewife the bed-mold- 
ing to the pediment, placed on the Attic ftory above 1t. 
As the two outer columns, in appearance, {fuftain the ex- 
treams of the pediment; fo the twd middle ones feem 
placed these for no other purpofe but to bear the two 
extended hinder feet of the lion and unicorn, which 
fupport his majelty’s arms. —— The key-{tone, which 
breaks through the architrave and freeze, is another mott 
intolerable blunder: for as the architrave is the bafis of 
the entablature, it fhould never be broken or divided 
into two parts by a key-ftone. The fame mitlake is 
likewife made in the two other frontifpieces under the 
Gothic towers, as our Critic has named them; wherein 
the key-ftone in each cuts through the architraves, into 
a half part of each triglyph over them, making each ot 
thefe frontifpieces have as bad an appearance as the o 
ther. As this building was defigned to be grand and 
magnificent, why was an entablature of fo mean an a- 
{pect introduced ? For what reafon were the columns fet 
on pedeftals, to diminifh both their own diameter, and the 
dimenfion of the entablature? Why was not the height 
filled with columns only ; and why could not pillatters 
have been carried up between each window, to fupport 
an entablature of greater magnitude, initead of continu- 
ing one fo fmall without any, which notwithftanding 
feems to be diftreffed for want of common fupport. — 
The Attic {tory is much too high for the order under it 5 
tho’ perhaps, for convenicncy within, the height might 
be abiolutely neceflary. The cornice of this ftory is a 
mott fhameful compoiition, as not being capable to carry 
off the rains clear from the upright of the wall 5 as is 
evident by the lime wafhed out of the courles. 

Our Critic’s two Gothie towers are far fhort of the beau- 
ty of Gothic buildings, being much too low for that or- 
der. Had the bafement under each turret been in height 
equal to the bieedth, fo as to have reprefented each a 
cube, they would have appeared with greater elegancy. 
The bailuftrade placed againft each tower, feems both 
unneceflary, and improper. For the ufe of balluftrades, 
is either to add to the height of buildings, or to inclote 
balconies, or other platforms of view, in order to fecure 
people from falling, not the buildings themfelves. But 
however, had the architect continued the ballaftrade 
throughout the whole length of the building, he would 
have been excufable in fome meafure ; and more fo, had he 
finithed the pedeftals with balls on necks, which would 
have been feen clear of the building : but to place them 
againit the dead wails of the two towers is moft notori- 
oufly falfe. I fuppofe, that the wings will in due 
time be ereéted, the area levelled, and the whole laid open 
to the jireet, as our Critic thinks neceffary it fhould: 
but ’tis hoped, that the defign thereof willbe confidered 
by fome more able head, than that feems to have been 
Which contrived the prefent front. 

XXXVIII. In going from the Meu/e to St. Fames’s- 
Square, Tcannot but ttop and caft an eye on Mr. Dop- 
BINGTON’s new houfe in Pall-mall; which at fir view 
has very much the afpeét of a bottle glafs-houfe, by the 
chimneys being colleéted (as I fuppofe they are) into 
One ftack, placed in the vertex of the roof, ‘This front, 
being Wholly rufticated, feems to imply that the archi- 
tect Intended fomething very extraordinary ; which, if 
it pleafes its owner, I may venture to fay, does not 
pleafe one in a hundred who are judges of private build- 
ings. —— It has been already obferved, how abfurd it is 
to place architraves about windows in a rufticated fiory, 
ry 7 here done; whereby the quoins of tie ruitics are 
—— of their beauty. The dimenfions of the 

Pper Windows may perhaps be in the Italian taite ; but 

°y are far grom being proportionable te the quantity

of folid wall wherein they are placed. In Italy the air is 
much more rarified than in this climate ; fo that the rays 
of the fun, pafling more freely through it, make it much 
lighter there. Befides, the addition of {moak, &c. ren- 
ders the air about London ftill darker. Infomuch, that 
I am apt to think, that in Italy a window of three feet 
{quare, may receive a ftronger light, than we can here 
in London, by a window of twice that magnitude. 
And fince our fummers are not near fo hot as in 


that country, which exclude the light, as well as the 
heat. As this front is ruiticated, the weight im- 
prefled over each window, fhould have been difcharged 
by arches, key-ftones, &c. initead of being dependant on 
the architraves only: which practice, however new or 
delicate it may be in the eye of the architeét, is entirely 
wrong, and very vifibly threatens the firft and immedi- 
ate decay of the whole. 

XXAIX. The buildings of St. Fames’s-/guare, that 
fide next to Pali-mall excepted, are more regular and 
magnificent than thofe of any other fquareabout London ; 
tho” our Critic has ieonieedtlty and impertinently, if not 
impudently, fayed, there is not one e/egant houfe in it.— 
The bafon in the centre, tho’ too imall for the fquare, is 
certainly a very great ornament, as well as conveniency, 
in cafe of fires; and therefore ought to be imitated in e- 
very other fquare. Had I been concerned in laying out 
this bafon, 1 would have increafed its diameter about 
thirty feet, which would have made it grander, and 
better proportioned to the fquare ; and initead of ‘a gra- 
vel, I would have made a grals walk about it, with a fin- 
gle line of Scotch firrs next to the iron rails, to ,have 
been kept with regular conical heads, which would have 
very little interrupted the view ; and laftly, in the cen- 
ire of the water, I would have ereéted an artificial rock, 
of at leaft 50 feet altitude, which, at all times of the year, 
would isave produced a very fine effeét. To make 
this place truly magnificent, that fide next to Pall-mall 
fhould be entirely taken away; and if an opening into 
the Park, againit the centre of the fquare, could be made 
at an eafy expence, *twould compleat the whole with 
all the beauty that can be defired. 

XL. St. Famess church, as our Critic obferves, is 
finely fituated; and had its tteeple been placed to front 
the {quare, it would have been a fine termination of 
that vilta. As to the building itfelf, there is nothing ve- 
ry remarkable in or about it, except the frontilpicce fa- 
cing the fquare, which is a compoiition not to be imita- 
ced : for the architrave of the door cuts into the bodies 
of the two columns next to it, aud the entablature is in. 
tercepted by two truffles to fuitain the cornice ;_ both 
which are falie architecture.

The Cafe of the proprietors of flock of the York-buildings 
Company. 


HE proprietors of the water-works in York- 

buildings were incorporated by an act of parlia- 

liament, made in the zd and 3d years of the reign 
of their late maje.ties king William and queen Mary; 
and the act direéted, that the water-works and bufinefs 
of the Company fhould be managed by a governor and 
fix afliftantss;and that in the making of orders or by-laws, 
for the better ordering and managing their affairs, every 
perfon fhould havea number ef votes according to his 
number of fhares in the water-works. 

In October 1719, the proprietors of the water-works 
(having framed a {cheme of purchafing fome of the for- 
feited eltates in Great Britain) took in a fubicription for 
a nominal ftock of 1,250,000 1. and they foon afterwards 
contracted with the commiflioners for the purchafe of {e- 
veral of the forfeited eftates in Scot/and, and the late lord 
Widdrington’s ellate in Northumberland, for {everal 
{ums, amounting to 264,191 1. 

Soon after this the Company difpofed of annuities by 
way of lottery, and otherwife, determinable on one or 
more life or lives, chargeable on their Scotch eltates, to 
the amount of 10,4521. per ann. and the nominees of 
97391. per ann. part thereof are {aid to be living. 

At a general court held the 2iit of Sept. 1724, it 
was refolved, that the proprietors fhould transfer halt 
their ftock, in truit for the Company, at the rate of 13 1. 
per cent. tor which the Company were to give bonds, 
payable with 4 ger cent. per ann. inyerel in 7 years and 





an half. In confequence of this refolution, 548,285 1. 
ttock was transferred by the proprietors to the companys 
and the Company gave the proprietors in payment, bonds 
amounting to 71,2771. 

N. B. Thefe are the bonds that are fincg call’d long- 
bonds or flips.

rated, they therefore pray’d letters patent to enabie them 
to carry on the faid trade. Upon this reprefentation, his 
prefent majeity, by his letters patents dated 21 O.?. 1728, 
granted to the faid governor and Company, and their 
fucceflors, licence to trade unto and in Scct/and in any 
goods, wares, and merchandizes of the growth or pro- 
duce of Scot/and, and from thence to England: and tor 
the more effectual carrying on the faid trade, they were 
thereby empowered to make ufe of fuch part of their mo- 
ney and effects as occalion fheuld require 5 provided, that 
for preventing abujes or inconveniencies to \the proprietors, 
no part of the money or effeéts of the Company /oould at any 
time be applied towards carrying on the trade, but by order 
of a general court, w'eresf there foould be at leah 7 days 
notice in the Lindon Gazette ; and they were thereby en- 
joined to deep in books, provided for that purpoje, fair ang 
diftin® accomprs of all their a@ings and doings, from time 
to time in relation to this trad. 
Under colour of the imagiaary benefits to be made by 
this charter, a@d Ay falje reprefentations made to general 
courts of the [tate of the Company's affairs, and repeated 
affurances, that the debts of the Company would be dik 


























































charged without making any call, the governor, in con- 
jun@ion with {everal of the affiftants, found means to raife 
the nominal value of the ftock in the market from 121. 
- cent. to about 401. percent. by which, and by job- 
ing and dividing confiderable quantities of the remain- 
ing 200,000]. annihilated ftock among themfelves, they 
got great firms of money ; and by thefe methods, ana 
their notorious frauds and breaches of truft, they have re- 
duced the prefent value of it in the market to lefs than 
3 1. per cent. including a call of 1.1. 10. per cent. made 
on the proprietors the 19th of July, 1732. 
Notwithitanding by the charter this trade is reftrained
